Sonoma Talk to Explore “Water and the California Dream”

“Water and the California Dream”, a lecture and colorful slide show, will be presented on
Tuesday, April 29, 2014 at Sonoma State Historic Park, Mission San Francisco Solano in
downtown Sonoma. Author David Carle will explore water choices that have influenced
California’s development and environmental change, and how today’s water decisions will
shape its future.
